More than 60 years have fled since the guns in Charles­ 
ton harbor sent their hail of shells crashing against the walls 
of Fort Sumpter, thus marking the opening of a conflict that 
in many respects has no counterpart in the 
history 
of 
the 
world. 
The next chapter of the story was soon written, the 
flower of Southern manhood hastening to the front offering 
itself on the altar of devotion to their beloved Southland and 
many being called upon to make the supreme sacrifice. Foi 
four weary years they kept up the unequal struggle and laid 
down their arms in honor when worn out by their titanic 
exertions, supplies exhausted and the last hope ol beating 
back the invaders fled when the thinned ranks of grey could 
no longer be filled. 
Great as was the glory achieved by the men who follow­ 
ed Lee and Jackson and faced death in every form without 
flinching, the unconquerable spirit of these men in rebuilding 
their homes and in accepting with resignation the inevitable 
merits fully as much admiration. It was to a scene ot desola­ 
tion that the Confederate soldiers returned. In rags, hungry, 
footsore and heart sick these men returned to the ashes of 
their homes. With nothing save their bare hands with which 
to begin life anew they never flinched. Slowly at lirst they 
made progress in the herculean labor that confronted them, 
but without a murmum they set themselves to accomplish a 
task that might have appaled the stoutest heart. I nder a 
crushing weight of carpet-bag and negro corruption in gov­ 
ernment they went ahead, displaying a forbearance in the 
face of oppression and the domination of the most corrupt 
gang of adventurers that ever ravaged a nation, setting an 
example that all future generations may well emulate. 
At last freed from the heel of the m arauders who had 
sought to crush the already stricken South, the Confederate 
veterans went forward as never men went before and flourish­ 
ing cities arose from the ashes of the destroyed ones, well 
tilled farm s took the place of the devastated plantations, 
comfortable dwellings replaced the cabins which had afford 
ed shelter at first, railroads wended their way across the 
country, linking it with the rest of the world, the whistle of 
the factory was heard and the South was once more coming 
into her heritage with which nature endowed her. 
W hether viewed as a soldier or as an ideal citizen the 
Confederate soldier made good. Accepting the result of the 
w ar in good faith he gave the Union his undivided loyalty. 
He still loves the starry battle flag with its blue cross because 
of the associations of other days but when at these annual 
reunions he walks beneath its folds, his heart beats with 
loyalty to the stars and stripes, the flag of an undivided 
nation. 
Ada is honored by having as her guests today some of 
the few who still survive among u? of a later generation. 
Sixty years of struggle with the problems of life have left 
marks on these veterans, but the fight of time can never dim 
the splendor of their achievements both in war and in peace, 
in hardship in war and peace and amid the prosperity we of 
the younger generation have been permitted to enjoy as a 
result of the sacrifices made by these veterans. History has 
for the most part been written by hands with little sympathy 
for the Southern cause and the Southern people, but we are 
strong believers in the principle that justice always prevails 
in the end, hence we look forward to the time when the ver­ 
dict will be rendered by unprejudiced historians, knowing 
that when it is finally returned it will be in favor of the 
Confederate soldier and the cause for which he offered his 
life.

Associated I'r,»s) 
STOCKHOLM, Sept. 19.— The in 
fluence of hard times on Swedish 
em igration to the United States is 
i illustrated by recent reports from 
Swedish iron and steel works, and 
from 
L.

Fagerlund, 
governor 
of the Aaland islands. 
Thp recent labor conflct caused 
a number of workers to leave their 
homes for America, attracted by the 
reports of industrial prosperity in 
that country. It appears that most 
of these 
em igrants were* 
skilled 
workers. 
Governor Fagerlund 
says 
that 
548 A aland era left for America dur­ 
ing the first six months ofthis year.; 
He has made a study of the causes 
of this exodus and has arrived at 
some 
interesting deductions. 
One 
Cat* gory, he 
states, 
consists 
of 
young men w'lio wish 
to perfect 
themselves in the latest 
working 
methods of their trade or profession 
intending ultimately 
to 
return 
to 
the home country. 
Another group 
includes 
masons 
and 
construction 
workers who hope for steady em ­ 
ployment in America. Others go oui 
in the hope of earning enough m on­ 
ey to pay off the debt on their 
family 
homesteads. 
Some 
are 
Younger sons 
of farming families 
who are tired of working at home, 
tor almost no pay. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
governor! 
states, very few return to their na­ 
tive soil, and of those w'ho do conie^ 
back many cannot adapt themselves j 
to borne conditions and finally turn 
again to America. This seems to be 
the case, especially with the wom­ 
en, who find work on the home 
farms
